PURPOSE: To provide the subject coating having good stability (pot life), good 
printability and excellent sound-absorbing property for ultrasonic waves by 
compounding tungsten powder with a vehicle comprising an epoxy resin, a 
curing agent and an inorganic filler in a specific ratio so as to give a high 
specific gravity. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective coating is characterized by compounding (A) 
70-95wt.% of tungsten powder (preferably having particle sizes of lOO-l/^m) 
with (B) 30-5wt.% of a vehicle comprising an epoxy resin (preferably a CTBN- 
modified product), a curing agent (preferably an imidazole curing agent), and 
an inorganic filler (preferably silica) so as to give a specific gravity of S4.0.

PURPOSE: To provide the subject composition brilliantly coloring due to photo- 
interference, having excellent designability and useful for automotive top 
coatings, etc., by compounding an excellent coherent pearl mica pigment and 
a metal-plated mica pigment having a bright layer and formed by plating the 
coherent pearl mica pigment with a metal. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective composition comprises a coherent pearl mica 
pigment comprising mica such as natural mica and an inorganic thin coating 
film formed on the surface of the mica, the inorganic thin coating film being 
prepared by coating the surface of the mica with an inorganic substance such 
as titanium dioxide in a thickness of e.g. 200/im, and a metal-plated mica pig- 
ment having a bright layer formed by plating a metal such as silver on the 
surface of the coherent pearl mica pigment (the amount of the plated metal 
is preferably 0.5-80% based on the pearl mica pigment).

PURPOSE: To provide a cation electro-deposition composition giving excellent 
corrosion resistance without damaging a finishing appearance, by compounding 
a cationic electro -deposition resin, lead cyanamide, a basic lead sulfate and/or 
a basic lead silicate in a specific ratio. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective electro-deposition coating composition having 
excellent coating stability comprises (A) a cationic electro-deposition resin 
such as an amine-modified epoxy resin, (B) lead cyanamide, and (C) (i) a basic 
lead sulfate such as monobasic lead sulfate and/or (ii) a basic lead silicate 
in a B/C weight ratio of 1/15 to 1/1. "■ . 
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
